But theſe arc but light matters, the ordinaty terms 
of the Courtſhip he uſes, and ſerve onely to uſher in ce 
blackeſt and moſt uncofriſcionable Accuſation - of aff, 
and that is, that he beholds #x venting very confidently 
our Heretical Notions in oppoſition to out famous En- 
gliſb Divines, fewell, Whitaker, Davenant, Dewnhanr, 
Renolds, Abbot, Oſter, &4e. Men for whotn we haveas 
great a reverence 4s he carrpretend. But does he inma- 
gine that this 18s a thing fo lightly to be paſſed over? 
Can he mform us what  Heretical Notions theſe are 
which he cortiplains are ſo corfflewtly verted Can he ac- 
quaint uswho the perſoris be;that are fo be{d'to maintzin 
them? Carf he tell ws wheti #ad where they havebten 
delivered? Is he able torake fly toferable Reply'to theſe 
Demands? Tf he be, Tet him ſpeak the” truth$-weds 
not defire atly favour at his hands : it he be not, Jet 
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him make us ſatisfaftion , and tell the World openly, 
and in Print, that it was but an impudent Calumny, and 
nothing elſe but the overflowing of his Choler, and a fit 
of blind and ungovervable Zeal, Does he know what 
a foul Crime that of Hereſie is, and what ſevere puniſh- 
ments ſome Statutes ſtill in force, do inflict upon it? 
Can he be ignorant of the Opinion of ſome of the firſt 
Reformers, who agree with the Church of Rome in this, 
and make itnoleſs thana Capital Offence ? And had he 
noother device to makethe Conformable Clergy odious; 
no other expedient to fright the people from the Church, 
and make them flock to his Meeting-houle, but only by 
infinuating ſuch unreaſonable jealoultes into their heads? 
Theſe things might ſerve to gratifie the ruder fort, who 
delight #1 groſs and reviling language ; but I am confi- 
dent the more Civil and Judicious of his own Hearers 
were offended at him. And all his Party have reaſon to 
be angry 3 for when he aſlaults us with nothing elſe but 
flanderous Reports, which he hath pickt up I know nor 
where, he does in'a manner confeſs, that their Cauſe is 
not to be defended, but by the help of ſuch baſe and diſ- 
honeſt Arts. But I have ſaid ſomething before to ex- 
cuſe us from this pretended Charge of Hereſie. 

He goes on in his uſual ſtrain; Tea as if to the Do- 
drine of the Church of England, Subverſion had been in- 
tended, when Subſcription was performed : This is ano- 
ther of his pretty ſtarched Sentences, and if there be 
any meaning 10 it, it muſt be this 3 That the Confor- 
wiſts do ſubſcribe to the Nine and Thirty Articles, and 
yet deny ſome, of them at leaſt, to be true. But what 
then? Did Mr. Jenkin never ſubſcribe himſelf? And 
have no other of the -preſent Diſlenters| done it > And 
yet;they do not think themſelves obliged by this to a 
perfett agreement with the Church of Exglard in all par- 
ticulars,. And why ſhould they not grant us the ſame 
7. Liberty 
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Liberty which they claim themſelves? Or, if they be 
not, why ſhould we be bound up by theſe fubſcripti- 
ons? I might argue thus with him 3 but there is noneed 
of ſuch a Vleain our preſent Caſe. For we do not fib- 
vert, we do not deny any part of the Doftrine of the 
Church of England ; but are ready to maintain it againſt 
all Oppoſers, whatever this confident man talk to the 
contrary. His ſuggeſtion heres as true as his former, 
concerning Heretical Notions. But it is to be admired 
what hath made this Gentleman, and ſome others, ſuch 
mighty Friends to the Church of Englard, all of a ſud- 
den. They will not ſubmit to the Diſcipline, but they 
tell usthey like the Doctrine of it very well; and there- 
fore would perſuade us that #heyare the true Sons of the 
Church. As if they ſhould tell his Majeſty that they 
take him to be a very Orthodox Prince, and that 
they are generally of his opinion, and therefore are 
the beſt Subjedts 1n all his Dominions; onely they can» 
not obſerve the Laws that he hath enacted, nor be obe- 
dient to his Government by any means : Excuſe them 
but in that one little punilio, and they are the moſt 
loyal perſonsin the whole Nation. 

But he proceeds : Nay, as if the Scripture it ſelf 
were to be heFored down. This 1s-I ſuppoſe when we 
take the boldneſs ſometimes to interpret any paſſage 
contrary to his infallible judgment. --But I think that 
to ſwagger, and rail, and revile our Brethren, without 
any caule, as he does, is a greater affront to the Scri- 
pture, and more like He#oring\, than to take a modeſt 
liberty of diſſenting - from him in- ſome diſpatable 
points. But however he implies that we. do this, & 
our malapert and ſaucy Tenotancd.\ Why' ſo, Had we 
done like ſome of late, told'' the Parkament 'they had 
wronged us, and demanded ſatisfaion'z had we wrote 
a Peaceable Deſign to ſhew that i'tnay — , 
ome.

ſome caſes, to take-up Arms againſt, the King 5 this had 
been Malupert and Saucy indeed , and it may be Igno- 
race too: which is the next good word which he gra- 
cioully. beltows upon us.

Here 
are ſome, and many more ſuch Elegances as theſe might 
be cafily ſound, if it were worth the while to be picking 
of Straws. But theſe are. Accompliſhments that a man 
of ordinary Comforming parts muſt never hope-to. ar- 
rive unto; and truly I admire how this Gentleman re- 
tains them fo freſh, now he begins to grow: old : but 
you may perceive by him that his Fanſie is asſtrong and 
youthtu}, and unmanageable ſtill, as if he were but new- 
ly come from School. | | 
- Another: Accomplifhment, which: is worth your no- 
tice, is his making uſe of the ſame conceits | ſeveral 
times 'within the. compaſs of a few leaves.

out of it, to ſavour of our holy Endeavours, when we 
our ſelves are gone from and out of them, And once 
more about the beginning of his Commendation of 
the Doftor, ſpeaking of the Mantle of his ſweet Me-; y,g.;o. 
morial, and that ( lays a Jo richly perfumed , that it 
muſt a little , though but a little while, perfume the Pul- 
pit where now I ſtand, &c.

times he hath I know: not how many little young ſuck- 
ing on-s crept into the belly of one huge old overgrown 
Parentheſis And they make the poor thing ſtrut ont 
ſo, that it looks like a Spaniſh Gennet, that 1s big with 
Foal by the Wind. And'there is one of theſe which, 
I think, it had been more prudence to have left our; 
it hath given occaſion of enquiry into fome things, where 
all the skill he hath, arid a little more, will ſcarce bring 
him off with a clear reputation. 'Tt is where he men- 
tions , That ſweet Name ani Man of AﬀeFion Lov,

It I ſhould 
be more diligent, I believe I might eafily make very 
large ColleGhions of the ſame kind ; but by thele few 
I have. given you, you may judge how fit this Man 
was to accuſe others for Preaching of other mens Ser- 
mons: But I hope he cannot charge us for having the 
impudence to Print them afterwards under our own 
Names. But though he be as guilty as any Man of 
what he would fain affix upon us, yet I would deſire 
him to name the perſons who have been taken filch- 
ing as well as himſelf; and if there be no other puniſh- 


ment that can. be inflicted, let them ſuffer the ſhame of

Plagiaries as He. But I would adviſe Mr. Genkin, for his 
own credit, not to talk any more of any ones Preaching 
or Printing of other mens Works ; unleſs he intends to 
Monopolize them all for his own uſe; and can procure 
a Patent for the whole Trade of Old Sermons.

You ſee in what genepal:; terms his Actulation 
runs, as his uſual manner is 3 ſome of it :may, be ,un- 
derſtood of ſuch lewd places, -as this modeſt Man did 
not think fit expreſly to name; and all of it may be 
fixt any where, as his Reader pleafes to make the Ap+ 
plication. And any one might be ready to . imagine 
that he intended the ſame Upcatechiſed ſtarts., ,up+ 
on whom he had ſpent ſo much of his paſſion betore ; 
and it being his deſign in this, place to ence 

or 
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DcRor for a very ſtudious Man; it was moſt proper 
to compare him with thoſe that were of ſomething 
a like employment , and who ought to have uſed as 
great a diligence 1n the ſame kind: But notwith- 
ſtanding theſe probabiltres, I had nor inſiſted on theſe 
paſlages, if I had not been confirmed in my Opinion, 
that they muſt be meant of us, by ſome Notes that I 
have ſeen, that were taken from his mouth ; though 
he thought good 'to ſuppreſs them in the Printed Co- 
pies: But in that Manuſcript I find theſe words, 0h / 
rhat were they to this bleſſed Saint , in compariſon of 
Abilities, but a company of Pigmies aud Dwarfs to 
this Eminent Servant of Chriſt, that was taller by the 
Head and Shoulders in Learning, and all points of Di- 
vinity, than theſe ever yet, or are like to arrive to , un- 
leſs they ſindy more at home, and leſs in the Tavern? 
Now here, at leaſt, it is evident enough whom he 
drives at : But for all this, I hope there may be ſome 
of thoſe pitiful Novices, as he 1s there pleaſed to call. 
us, 'that, upon occaſion, may be able togive as good 
an account of. their Studies as' this Learned Man , 
though poſſibly they have not thumbed- Adams upor 
Peter, nor made him ſo much their own, as he hath 
done. But why does he* accuſe any for ſtudying at 
the Tavern ? I wiſhhe could be prevailed with, to do 
it atany place, and to lay aſide his zwnltiplied avoca- 
cations ; and betake himſelf to his Book at laſt.

But ſtil] I would defire to know in particu» 
lar, who they are that uſe to make ſuch mighty tedious 
Mormings-dranghts : 1 believe he will diRover them, 
and the Hereticks together. 

It is not improbable but that amongſt eight or ten 
thouſand men or more, an envious eye may be able to 
diſcern ſome few perſons whoſe lives may not Be alto- 
gether ſo blameleſs, as I wiſh they were. And if ever 
City and Town in the Nation were furniſhed with ſuc 
an excellent Hiſtorical Cobler , as that of Gloxceſter 
once enjoyed, 'tis likely we might have have as plea- 
ſantand as credible Legends of debauched Conformilts 
as the Friers were wont to write of the Lives of their 
Saints. And if our Trarflators were ſuch very Knaves, 
and were as well skilled in making of ſcurrilous Pam- 
phlets, as they are at clouting w Shoes, they might 
chance to ſtick ſome of thar: Wax upon the ſhort 
Cloak, and make a moſt foul ſpot upon it. For [ 
doubt there was ſcarce ever any great number of men 
{o far beyond the reach of Detra@ion, but that if their 
Adverſaries were as diligent, as ſome have been, in ga+ 
thering all manner of flying Reports, never examining 
whether true, or falſe, they might be traduced upon 
as probable grounds, and ſet forth in as bad Colours 
as the very worſt of the Confortmable Clergy. But I 
admire that when that famous Chronicler, I named 
but now, was dead and gone, there ſhould be 
none ſo fit to ſucceed in his place, as this learned man. 
It had certainly.been a far more honeſt and: honourable 
' Employment for him to. have taken: up the other part 
- of his Trade, and to have png his _ _ 
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hired a Stall, and ſet himſelf bodily'to Vamping of 
Boots. And I think that here at leaſt he might have 
done pretty well: for it 1s; gþſerved, you know, that 
he: hath a-great knack at tacking of ſeveral picces togey 
ther, and. he:\can moſt cunning]ly; undexlay the , inſuffr- 
ciency of bis Dmarſij') Endeavonts, and {kt them upright 
by (tnching. mm the ſhreds, nay many -umes whole ſokes, 
of other mens Labours. But I leave him. under a Bulk 
whetting his crooked Knife, and hammering and thum- 
ping his old Hides. = | 

And I muſt tell you ſerioully, that upon the moſt zm- 
partial obſervation I could ever make, and'the; belt 1n- 
formation' that I could procure, I cangot find | but that 
the generality of the preſent Clergy 'of England arc 
Men of known and approved ſobriety, and of a blame- 
leſs and inoffenfive Converſation : though this pragara- 
tical man, and ſome others as charitable as he, have at- 
tempted to perſuade the World, that they- are a com- 
pany of ditioJute and licentious Livers. - And, it there 
be indeed any (uch amongſt them, we are heaztily- grie- 
ved, and defire that nenher.he, nor any1of his. Party 
would rejoice at it : for 'we know that.it; 1s. the 'onely 
thing that can effe&ually ruine this Church. For that 
is a Body of ſo.firm a Conſtitution, and fg, excellently

they impeach them. © It he or any man will do this, we 
ſhall look upon him as a generous Adverſary ; or ra- 
therasa Friend. And if Mr, Jenkin will pleaſe toun- 
dertake it, he ſhall have the hearty thanks of a great 
many 3 and, if the Ceremony be not too Popiſh, we 
ſhall kiff ever his feet, with as low a reverence, as ever 
he did thoſe of Calwerny in all his life, not excepting 
the time when he ſet himſelf to. writing this Funeral 
Sermon. And in this humble poſture I take my leave 
of this Great Man. 


And now Sir, you might hope to have ſeen an end 
of the trouble I give you 3 and fo you had, but that 
I have met with another Sermon preached before his 
Majeſty; which ſome would perſuade us is enough to 
juſtifie all Mr. Jerkiz hath ſaid. However it hath ſer- 
ved to increaſe the cry; and now we are told that they 
arenot onely our Dillenting Brethren, but ſome that 
ſeem the moſt zealous Friends of the Church of Exeland, 
that have taxed us for maintaining the molt dangerous 
Herefies. And this hath made many inclinable to think 
that poſhibly there may be ſome juſt occakon for it, 
when men of ſuch different Judgments ſhall join inthe 
ſame Accuſation againſt us. TI think it neceſſary there- 
fore to make ſome ſhort Reply to this Gentleman as 
well as the other. It muſt be confelled that he hath 
ſhewed himſelf a perſon of the far greater civility of the 
two, and that he hath none of thoſe Sordid and Boriſh 
Exprefhions, which is the beſt Language the other can 
allow us: But that his ſtile is mach more neat and 
clean, ſmooth and eafie, and ſuch as being pronounced 
with a becoming Grace, (as he knows, as well as any 
man, how'to do it) Ido not queſtion but that it might 

ive a very great preſent ſatisfation to that moſt IlJu- 
tous and/Royal Audience, where he had the _—_ 
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Grlt to deliver it. But: when his Majeſty was: pleaſed 
to command it to the Preſs: it cannot be: imagined that 
a Prince of ſomuch Candor, and Goodaefs, and Jultice, 
did intend by-that -a& to-give the leaſt countenance 
to any: thing in that Diſcourſe, that might reflect; un- 
handſomly upon any of his Clergy: But onely,when 
that Gentleman had taken the boldneſs to diſcover ſome 
ſuſpicions of his own before his Majeſty; His Majetty 
was then molt graciouſly pleaſed to order them to be 
publiſhed z that any that might otherwiſe ſuffer under 
thoſe imputations, might have free liberty to defend 
themſelves before the World. | | | 
I ſhall therefore make a little fe. of the freedom 
which may be reaſonably ſuppoſed- torbe granted tous 
all, by briefly examining a Paſſage/or: two.' And-one 
of them is to be found under that head, where he tells 
us ,' that Ar Ambaſſador is preſumed to be one of more »p,, 
than common Prudence, Sagacity, and Judgment. And 
then after a while, ſpeaking of Chrilts' Ambaſſadors, he 
acquaints us, that They ſhould not handle profeſſed |Ebri» , _. 
flians (though never fo carnal) as Origen, Juſtin Mar» | 
tyr, or Tertullian did rank Heathens 3, nor lay out: all 
their Pains and Oil about the firſt Elements, though it 
be to demonſirate our Religion to be the beſt of all 
.others ,, and moſt perfeFive of Humane Nature. This 
he _conceives not to be Prudence; and I, for my part, 
am-perfealy of his mind. But then I believe he does 
{carce know; one man that is at all concerned in this 
ave Rebuke; for wha 1s there that lays out: Al bis 
Pains and Oil about the | firſs Elements? And ſome of 
it, I think, mey may deſerve. For it is not onely Pru- 
dent but Neceſlary, that the People ſhould be told and 
wade to. know the great Excellency of Chriſtianity , 
and the moſt ſolid and ——_—_— Evidences upon 


which we have received it. For, if they do not com- 
I petently 


JE 
petettly underſtand theſe things 3 they can neither 
praife God for the great blefling of the Goſpel of his 
Grace; nor are. they like to continue conſtant in the 
Exercite and Profcflion of our Holy Religion, if they 
benot taught how far it-excels all others, and what olid 
Foundation it is built upon. 

But what an eafie matter 1s it to queſtion: the Pr. 
dence of the very beſt of any Mans actions? If F were de- 
firous to find fault with this Sermon, the firſt thing 1 
would-do, ſhould be to ſay that it wasnot Prudently writ- 
ten; .\that it argued not a more than common Sagacity and 

udement, to join with the adverſe Party in accaling his 

rethren, and toput Arms into their hands, when there 
areſ0i\many Enemies, of feveral forts, that wait'but an 
opportunity to/ruine the Church. 

; Others/ might be apt topretend, that inthis Diſcourſe 
eoncerning Ambaſſadors, his deſign was either to ſhew 
his own vkitt jn-the Myſteries of State, or to adviſe 
his Majeſty, how thoſe he imployed abroad ought to 
be qualified; or to tell thoſe Reverend Perſons, that 
might chance to :hear him, what Subjedts were moſt 
proper 'to be. treated. of ; or toremmd the reſt of his 
Auditors when their Preachers were to be blamed ; 
And they might be hike enough to ſay, that it was al- 
together as Prudently done, to ſhew_an ordinary Con- 
gregation the. true- grounds of their Belietz as for any 
one to vaunt himſelt for being a great Pohtician , or to 
teach his Majeſty how to chuſe his Foreign Miniſters, 
or toinſtrutthe Clergy how to Preach, or tro-acquaine 
the People: how to pick. quarrels' with their Spiritnal 
Guides. As for that particular with which he ſeems 
not to be ſatisfied, Thave heard many as good, weigh- 
ty, and ſolid Diſcourfes upon I, as this of tioks 4 bee 
FE aever knew any man that was -wontto preach' of no- 
thing elſe. Or 1f there- be any ſuch, as this __—_ 

that 
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that is pven them ſeems to imply ,'Ithink irmay' be at« 
ti as Prodent, = to m—_— _— _ be'con- 
tinuaNy magnifying of our Religion 3 as to be frequent! 
Gn of EF jcalouſies m' the minds Sides 4 
the great ſcandal and diſhonour of our Chriftian Pro- 
fefſion, 

The other place that I ſhall take norice of is; where 
he ſays, he cannot but animadvert a while npouthoſe falſe 
Apoſtles , ani] deceitful Workers, who in ftead of building, 
are ever pecking at the Foundation of our Faith; with their 
Axes and Hammers, in great Blaſphemies, and leſſer Criti- 
ciſms, to change the old ſound' word of Reconciliation, for 
new Ideg's, and devices of their own, and other wieves brains: 
IT am not able to conceive whom he deſcribes by this 
Character he gives. 

"Butt 'he poes on ; That would ſupplant Chriſtian Reli- 
gion with Natural Theology, And'who theſe ſhould be 
too, T cannot conjecture. There i9undoubredly 'a Re- 
verence' of ourMaker, that is required by thoſe Princi- 
es and common Notions that are imprinted upon our 
onls. | And we are no' more abſolved from the obli- 
ligation that lies upon us to worſhip him on this account, 
than we are from Juſtice and Temperance, or any other 
which the ſame Law of Nature does mot ſtrift 

enjoin. And'I donot apprehend how this ſhould be (6 
much a ſupplanting, as a confirmation of the' Chriſtian Re- 
ligion ; when it (hall be made appear to'be extremely 
conſonant, and” a ble' ro the Diftates of our own 
minds 3 and that mt very many inftahces of aur obedience 
to Almighty God wehave a'doubke tie by which we'are 
| bound; that of Nature, and that of* his' Written, and 
moſt Holy Word: 6 Bftg.” i 24087 
-"But it follows; And turn ' the (Grace of Gol' mito a 
wanton Notion 'of Morality. 1 know of no Offenders 
in this kind. Bat there are many Dutics of the Goſpel 
I z which 
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whick' may methinks, without any ſcandal, be called Mo- 
ral Vertyes, in reſpe&of the matter of thems and Gra- 
ces, with reference to.the Divine Power, by which we 
are inabled. to- perform them, And thisT take to be as. 
much as any man amoneg(t us will contend. for. . . But let 
Men call things by what Names they pleaſe, if they be 
but- conſcientious to. practiſe as. they ſhould, I ſhall 
move no. cantroverlie about a word. 

But he proceeds.to the. heavieſt I of the charge : 
That 'iwpiouſly deny both the Lord that bought them, 
and his Holy Spirit, that ſſould ſeal thews to the 
of Redemption. This is as much as can be ſaid , unleſs 
he will accuſe us of profeſſed Atheiſm. And if he 
know of any ſuch as he mentions, let him diſcover 
them, let them be openly branded for the worſt of He- 
reticks ,.and'let them: ſuffer the utmoſt rigour and-ſe- 
verity of the Law: ,But1f he be not able to convince 
us of the truth of what he hath. ſaid , how will he an- 
ſwer it to his own Conſcience; and what Recompence 
will he make to the Church of God, that hath been high- 
ly ſcandalized by this bold affront that he hath offered 
unto it ? 

But let us ſee how he goes on; Making Reaſon, 
Reaſon, Reaſon, their onely Trinity : This is as much 
as to ſay, that they are Socinians, and utterly deny the 
Dodrine of the blelled Trinity. This is a thing that I 
have ſpoken. of before, and I need fay no. more of it 
here. , But what-if I ſhould ſay that ſome men.make Ap- 
plauſe, Applanſe; Applenſe, their onely, Trinity : there are 
more, 1. tear, that would be found guilty of this errour, 
than ofthe other ; and it, is not ,Reeſor,, but a vain-glo» 
rious humour, and a defire of being admired, that is 
wont to. deſtroy Mens Principles, and.to incline them 
to. Heretical Opinions. AIll- confiderative Men of all 
Perſuafions, do grant us a ſober uſe of our Reaſor in 

matters 
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matters of Religion 3 but I have not been- acquainted 
with any that do Idolize and adore it in ſuch a manner 
as is pretended. I have yet heard of none inthis Church, 
who do not firmly believe that it is neceſſary to have our 
Underſtandings illuminated by Divine Revelation, and 
to have all our Faculties ſtrengthened by the efficacious 
Aſliſtances of the Holy Ghoſt. Which is far enough 
fure from preaching up Natural and Moral Religion, with- 
out the Grace of God, and Faith in Chriſt ; as this Gentle- 
man tells us they do. 

After this, amongſt other things, he hath a good fay- 
ing of Socrates 3 and he might have gathered a great 
many of other mens to the ſame purpoſe z but then he 
brings in his cutting Epiphonema; ſo far do they ont- 
ſtrip a very Heathen, that teach a good life will carry 
men t0 _—_— , though they be Jews, Turks, Antichri- 
ſtians, or never ſuch damnable Hereticks in point of Faith. 
This - is ſtrahge Doctrine indeed, but the beſt of it 
s, I never, knew any man ſo bold that durſt main- 
tain it. 

Then he tells us what need there is of a Teſt for ſuch 
as theſe, and beſeeches his Hearers to beware of them : 
Te ſhall know them by their Fruits , as He himſelf fore+ 
tells you :. ſays he, He does mot mean the Fruits of their 
lives : and then he ſeems to excule them from notorious 
and ſcandalous fins, in a very charitable Parenthefis z 
and I am glad of this ny he gives them, and 
think his Authority good enough to oppoſe Mr. Jenkin 
upon this occaſion. But the Fruits and Conſequents of 
their Do@rine, as he goes on. But for all this Iam not 
fully ſatisfied, but that our Saviour might mean the 
Fruits of theiv lives, in that place which healludes un- 
to. For Mens Opinions are not ſo eaſily diſcerned 3 and 
when they are known, it is not every one that is ſo good 
a Logicien, and 1o well verſed in gathering of.Conſe- 

quences 
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quences as he is, But thoſe Js he hath colle&ed; I 
know not from whence, are diſmal enongh (one would 
think ) to make themſelves afraid , as Moles was of bis 
own Rod turned into a Serpent. And 'tis ſtrange too, that 
heis not af#aidofhis own Sermon, it looks fo like ſuch a 
Creature as that; not ſo much for the great Prudence 
and Subtlety of it, as for ſome other Serpentine qualities 
that it hath. 

But Jet us hear theſe dreadful Conſequents ; they are, 
if you will believe him, ſuch as theſe — That there is 'no 
ſuch thing as ſupernatural Grace , — That Chriſt died in 
vain, -— That ye are yet in your fins, —and every man muſt 
be his own Saviour, or he is damned for ever. Sure this 
Gentleman uſes to be frighted with his own Dreams. Ne- 
ver did I hear of any ſuch Conſequerts, or any DoGrine 
for which any among(t us could be reaſonably fuſpe- 
&ed, from whence they could be poſhibly drawn; by any 
tolerable way of arguing. But however they have had 
this good efteft upon him, that they have ſcared him in- 
to a fi of Devotion, and made him compoſe an occaſia- 
nal kind of Letany; wherein I do moſt heartily join 
with him ; eſpecially as to that which concerns the black 
month'd Authors bearing date from Irenopolis3 and that 
we may never live to ſee onr Youth trained up in the Craco- 
vian Catechiſm. | 

There hath been much whiſpering of late of ſtrange 
Hereſjes that were. creeping into the Church of Emg- 
land, and this Gentleman hath been ſo free with us, as 
to acquaint the World what fome of them are. But 
I have often heard divers perſons, that have —— 

e 


theſe m—_ diſcourſe publickly upon many of t 
points; and, as I have had occaſion, I have 


= 
ired in private to know their Opinions, where /they 
wereliketo deliver their minds, with the greateſt 'free- 


dom-z and I could never diſcern but that they were 
Orthodox 
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Orthodox, and ſound, and no way repugnant to 
the Articles of Religion which we all own. But this 
notwithſtanding, if this Gentleman, or any other, 
can dete&t theſe Hereticks that are faid to lurk a- 
mongſt us3 it is moſt earneſtly defired that they 
would do it ſpeedily , before the Poiſon fpread too 
far.:' There is nothing that can do more ſervice to 
the Church, or more right to many of our Brethren, 
who have been very much injured by theſe looſe and 
general ſurmiſes. But it will not be enough to con- 
demn any Man, without manifeſt and particular 
roofs. For it hath been often known when a whole 
own or Country hath rung with a out noiſe of 
ſome very debauched, or, it may be, Heretical Per. 
ſons, and when they that have made the loudeſt Com- 
plaints, have been thereupon invited, and follicited 
to appear in- Court, and bring in their Evidence a- 
gainſt them , they have neglected to do it; and yet 
have: murmured becauſe the Offenders have eſcaped 
without a Cenfure. As if it could be expected 
that the Biſhops and others that have any Eccleſia- 
ſtical Juriſdiction , could be ſo unjuſt and unreaſo- 
nable , as ſome have been, to paſs Sentence before 
the Parties could be heard , and when they have been 
acculed by none but Common Fame. But if this 
Gentleman can bring any more credible Witneſs 
than that ,, for what he ſays, it the Hereticks be not 
mr «' will not be for want of Diſcipline, but 
y the m_ of him that refuferh to Proſecute, 
And if 'he ſhall not think fit to do this; there is ano- 
ther thing which I hope he will nor deny us; and 
that is, becauſe I preſume he hath leiſure, and Iear- 
ning enough for ſuch a Work, I wiſh he would be” 
perſnaded to Write a ſolid Treatiſe in confutation 
of thoſe Errours, which he thinks have taken Root 
amongſt 
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amongſt us. This in appearance is a better way to - 
prevent their growth, than by buzzing of jealouſies into 
mens heads, which all the wit in his, will never prove. 
But I leave him to conſider of it. 


And here, Sir, I cannot ut reflect a little, with ſome 
trouble, upon the preſent unhappineſs of this Church. 
If any ofa Proteſtant Profcſiion can be ſo fooliſh as to 
imagine it their Intereſt to have it deltroyed , we need 
not admire toſce ſome of them buſie in ſpreading abroad 
ſcandalous Reports of the Members of it. But when 
thoſe that would be thought its greateſt Friends, ſhall 
ſecond theſe men in their unjuſt 1imputations, it 1s diffi- 
cult to conceive what honeſt deſign they can have. This 
is but to raiſe caulleſs ſuſpicions, and conſequently ſome 
kind of diſlike one of another, and to ſow the ſeeds of 
a growing Diſcord amongſt our ſelves. And after 
all that can be pretended, it is but as 1f a man ſhould 
ſet fire to his Houſe, as the beſt expedient to diſlodge 
the Vermine that he fears may . harbour init. But the 
caſe is not ſo deplorable yet, that we ſhould (tand in 
need of ſuch a deſperate Cure. And I wiſh heartily 
that, for the future, our Brethren would be more cau- 
tious of ſpeaking any thing that may have a worſe effe&t 
than they intended : For our Church is eſtabliſhed up- 
on ſogood grounds, that in all probability it cannot be 
ruined , but by the Licentiouſneſs, or, Diſſention of 
the Miniſters of it z and I hope that the vigilancy and 
fatherly care of our Superiours will uſe means to ſup- 

reſs the one, and that the Prudence and Brotherly 
ove of the inferiour Clergy will be ſufficient to pre- 
vent the other.

T bave been longer than TI intended in drawing to 
a Conctuſfion, but now -your' trouble is 'almoſt at an 
end. I'have often 'wondred at the great apprehen- 
ſions of Hereſſe that we have had; and they have 
been ſo ſtrong, that to tell you the truth, I was once 
a little afraid that there might be ſomething in 
them; but I was ſoon undecerived, and found it to 
be nothing but a pitiful Flam, when I had the op- 
portunity.tabe better acquainted with ſome that I 
had known to be particularly ſfuſpeted. And if our 
Brethren, whom I take to be in the greateſt Errour 
here, would be pleaſed to be filent 1n this matter, 
till they may have the ſame convenience of inform- 
ing themſelves, Ido not queſtion but that they might 
receive the ſame ſatisfaftion that I have done; and 
the Peace of the Church would not be in ſo much 
danger of being diſturbed, by vain, and uncertain Re- 
ports. In the mean time; if they can tell of any He- 
reticks, they are again defired not to ſpare them, but 
to make it known who they are, that they may be 
puniſhed according as they deſerve; and that thoſe 
that cannot be taxed for the like Crimes, may be no 
more troubled with the extravagant ſuſpicions of un- 
reaſonable and jealous Men.
